Although  a  large  part  of  the  district  is  rural  in  character  a  variety  of 
industries  are  carried  on  in  the  town,  the  chief  of  which  are  tanning,  manufacture 
of  anti-biotics  and  other  pharmaceuticals,  electrical  accessories,  light  engineering 
and  clothing  manufacture.  Agriculture  plays  a.  large  pert  in  the  life  of  the 
community  end  a  cattle  market  is  held  weekly.  Ulverston  is  also  the  market  town 
for  the  surrounding  countryside  and  a  public  market  is  held  once  a  week. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  principal  vital  statist res  for  1962  and  for  the  preceding  five  years  are 
given  on  page  2. 

Of  the  154  births  registered  during  1962,  89  were  males  of  which  4-  were 
illegitimate  and  65  were  females,  of  which  5  were  illegitimate. 

Approximately  84.9%  of  deaths  were  in  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and  over. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were:-  Heart  dr sense  60,  Vascular  lesions  of  nervous 
system  47  and  Malignant  growths,  20,  Of  the  60  deaths  from  Heart  disease,  43  were 
due  to  Coronary  Artery  disease.

Adjusted  death  rate  (comparability  factor,  0.86)  =  13*8  per  1,000

IATER  SUPPLY 

The  Furness  TJ!a.ter  Board  is  now  responsible  for  the  provision  and  maintenance 
of  public  water  supplies  in  the  Ulverston  Urban  District.  The  water  supplied  to 
the  District  is  upland  surface  water  which  is  collected  into  Pennington  reservoir. 
It  is  sand  filtered,  then  stored  in  a  service  reservoir  of  2-g-  million  gallons 
capacity.  Subsequently  it  is  chlorinated  before  passing  into  the  trunk  main  for 
distribution. 

No  new  sources  of  supply  were  acquired  during  the  year.  Small  extensions 
were  made  to  the  mains  to  supply  new  and  existing  houses. 

The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  during  the  year,  four 
bacteriological  examinations  being  made  all  with  satisfactory  results. 

During  the  year  36  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  public  mains  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  3 >319  houses  were  supplied  direct;  9  were  supplied  by 
standpipes  and  6  from  priva.te  supplies,  ' 

SffffSRAG-E  AND  DRAIN  .  GE 

The  sewage  is  screened  and  disint re gated,  then  stored  and  discharged  out 
to  sea  only  on  an  ebb  tide,  'but  storm  water  overflow  is  pumped  out  to  sea  at 
any  state  of  the  tide.  All  operations  are  automatic. 

At  31st  December,  1962  there  were  approximately  3 >300  houses  on  the  water 
carriage  system  with  approximately  6,000  fresh  wat er  closets.

G-astro-ent eritis  was  prevalent  in  the  last  3-4  months  of  the  year.  The  illness 
-was  mild  in  character  and  of  short  duration,  and  the  infection  appeared  to  be  spread 
directly  from  person  to  person  at  places  of  work  and  among  families  at  home.  With 
the  co-operation  of  the  medical  officer  of  one  of  the  factories  in  the  town,  a  small 
number  of  investigations  were  made,  but  nc  causative  organisms  were  discovered  except 
in  one  case  where  a  virus  was  isolated.

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ANNUAL i  REPORT  1962 


Slum  Clearance  which  was  reported  last  year  to  be  making  only  limited 
progress  is  now  proceeding  at  a  satisfactory  rate  and  subsequent  redevelop- 
ment  is  a  pleasing  fe  ture.  The  Fell  Street,  West  way  area  is  a  good  example. 
The  occupants  of  the  10  remaining  bungalows  were  re-housed  and  the  houses 
demolished.  This  land  is  now  being  developed  on  similar  lines  to  the 
adjacent  site  and  the  area  will  eventually  contain  20  bungalows  for  old 
people  complete  with  warden’ s  bun  alow,  common  room  and  guest  house.  Eight 
houses  end  other  buildin  s  contained  in  the  S  outer  gate  Compulsory  Pur-chase 
Order  were  demolished  and  the  site  is  now  available  for  the  erection  of 
15  Old  Peoples  flats  and  warden’s  accommodation  -  on  similar  lines  to  the 
Fell  Street  area..  It  is  obvious  that  the  clearance  of  these  unfit  houses 
and  bungalows  and  this  type  of  redevelopment  close  to  the  town  c  entre  will 
satisfy  a  needy  demand  from  the  older  citizens  of  the  district. 

Outcast  Clearance  Area*  containing  five  houses,  was  approved  end 
demolition  will  proceed  by  way  of  a  Clearance  Order.  11  unfit  houses  were 
closed  and  altogether  20  families  comprising  50  people  were  re-housed  as 
a  result  of  slum  clearance. 

With  the  advent  of  the  trunk  road  scheme  through  the  town  it  has  been 
possible  to  re-assess  areas  where  individual  houses  have  been  closed.  1963 
and  the  following  years  should  sec  a  considerable  achievement  in  the  clearance 
of  groups  of  unfit  houses  and  areas  which  hove  been  a  problem  for  some  time. 

22  houses  were  ma.de  fit  after  serving  informal  notices  but  in  three 
other  causes  formal  notice  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  was  required.  Con¬ 
siderable  delay  is  still  being  experienced  after  owners  have  instructed 
contractors  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work.  The  threat  of  legal  proceedings 
offers  very  little  alternative  and  it  is  often  necessary  to  make  personal 
representation  to  the  builder  concerned  in  order  that  some  sort  of  priority 
may  be  given  to  the  remedying  of  these  nuisances. 

Four  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  and  26  for  Standard  Grants  for 
house  improvements  were  received  during  the  year.  The  properties  affected 
were  mainly  good  residential  houses  but  lacking  modern  amenities,  baths, 
hot  water  supplies  etc.  ,  and  on  completion  of  the  improvements  should  be 
capable  of  providing  the  equivalent  of  new  housing  standards  for  many  years. 
Four  houses  in  the  Next  Ness  area  previously  relying  on  a  pump  which 

supplied  water  of  varying  degrees  of  quality  h-  ve  been  connected  to  the  public 
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mains  and  each  house  is  now  enjoying  the  benefits  of  an  internal  water  supply. 
Representations  are  being  made  to  the  owners  to  consider  the  beneficial 
effects  of  further  improvements,  i. e.  water  closets,  baths  and  drainage 
system.  Preliminary  work  has  also  been  carried  out  to  provide  a  public 
main,  to  houses  in  the  Newlands  area  end  on  completion  this  will  result  in 
all  groups  of  isolated  houses  having  a  satisfactory  water  supply, 

RODENT  CONTROL, 

The  effects  of  systematically  controlling  vermin  is  reflected  in  the 
almost  complete  elimination  of  rats  from  the  sewers  although  test  baiting 
is  still  carried  out.  Some  1,252  inspections  and  re-inspections  of 
properties  and  agricultural  holdings  ware  made  and  this  necessitated  treat¬ 
ments  in  Ilk  ca-ses  for  rats  and  212  cases  for  mice.  In  no  instance  could 
the  problem  bo  classified  as  a  major  infestation.  Most  of  the  factory 
premises,  agricultural  suppliers,  farms  and  other  business  premises  are 
under  contract  or  have  arragements  for  periodical  inspections  and  this 
control  is  very  largely  responsible  for  the  satisfactory  results  showing 
now. 

INSPECTIONS  AND  SUPERVISION  OE  FOOD. 

S 

22  samples  of  milk  Vvrere  submitted  for  analysis  for  the  presence  of 
tuberculosis,  bucellosis,  and  cleanliness.  All  samples  were  negative  for 
tuberculosis  although  the  presence  of  brucellosis  was  confirmed  in  four 
cases.  These  were  confined  to  two  farms  within  the  area  and  investigations 
are  proceeding.  One  sample  of  milk  failed  to  satisfy  the  methylene 
blue  test  for  cleanliness  but  further  samples  from  the  same  source  were 
satisfactory.  Pour  samples  of  mussels  and  one  sample  of  picked  shrimps 
were  analysed  and  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Although  the  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  Inspected  at  the 
Councils  Public  Abattoir  was  only  7,75^  as  against  8,219  in  19^1,  the 
amount  of  meat  produced  was  still  considerably  more  than  the  Urban  District’s 
requirements.  Meat  inspection  and  management  occupies  a  considerable  pro¬ 
portion  of  time  and  during  the  peak  period  it  is  not  possible  to  work  a 
five  day  week  or  normal  hours  owing  to  the  fluctuating  demands  of  the 
several  butchers.  Only  27  carcases  were  wholly  condemned  and  of  these  the 
majority  of  animals  arrived  as  casualties  having  suffered  injury  or 
accident  previously.  A  small  number  of  other  animals  sent  for  slaughter 
but  being  obviously  unsuitable  for  food  by  reason  of  emaciation  or  other 
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affection  are  refused  admission  and  re-directed  to  the  knacker's  yard. 

Two  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  wore  found  and  the  carcases  subjected  to 
refrigeration  before  being  released  for  sale.  This  represents  less  than 
0.2%  of  the  number  of  cattle  inspected  and  as  the  majority  are  from  local 
farms  it  would  appear*  that  this  condition  is  not  prevalent  ■'within  the 
area.  Tuberculosis  was  not  found  in  any  bovine  animal  and  the  isolated 
instance  in  one  pig  represented  only  .  06%  of  the  number  of  these  animals 
affected. 


Periodical  inspections  have  been  made  to  butcher's  shops  and  other 
food  premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  end  Byelaws.  131  inspections 
were  made  to  premises  registered  under  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Acts 
for  manufactu  e  end  sale  of  pork  products,  brawn  or  ice-cream  and  83  inspections 
made  to  other  food  premises  including  cafes,  and  hotels.  In  four  instances 


warnings  th  t  certain  conditions  did  not  satisfy  the  Regulations  were  given 


and  in  three  of  these  cases  the  necessary  work  was  comp let .d  without  delay. 
The  remaining  case  was  carried  over  to  1963.  Considerable  improvements  have 


been  made  at  many  food  shops,  noticeably  the  amount  of  wall  tiling,  modernization 


and  installation  of  refrigerated  window  display  cabinets  seen  from  the  front 


which  in  most  cases  is  equalled  by  the  work  done  to  the  food  preparing  rooms 


out  of  sight  to  the  general  public.  There  are  still,  however ,  one  or  two  shop: 


which  would  benefit  by  having  the  premises  brought  up  to  a  more  modern  standard 


although  suggestions  to  the  owners  for  this  to  take  place  has  so  far  not 
produced  any  result.

16  Council  owned  end  20  other  houses  wrere  disinfested  because  of  vermin 
or  other  insects.  There  ar.e  •  still  isolated  cases  of  bugs  or  fleas  but  the 
majority  of  causes  were  ants  which  had  invaded  kitchens  or  food  stores  and 
were  becoming  a  serious  nuisance.
